Miss Phelps' report, given first 


stating her activities in 1930 from 
Jan. 1 to Dec. 1, follows. 


Maternity cases, 53; pre-school 


one to five, 8; medical cases, 127; 
special service, 75; patients trans- 
ferred to hospitals, 10; tubercu- 
losis visits, 53; tuberculosis sus- 
pects, 33; tuberculosis contacts, 
90; number of stillborn babies,2; 
death from all causes, 10; children 
immunized against diphtheria by 
the city board of health and Dr 
Lloyd Jonnes, 85; pre-school clinic, 
60 children examined; total num- 
ber of nursing and follow-up calls. 
2,101; miscellaneous calls, 135; 
Children of the first through sev- 
enth grades are weighed and meas- 
ured four times each year. The 
same thing is done to the eighth 
grade twice each year. After a 
thorough examination of 600 pu- 
pils in the first, third, sixth and 
seventh grades it was found 12 of 
them, have been in contact with 
tuberculosis:' 
Stventy-ntoe are 


underweight, mostly in the seventh 
grade.
